“The other theory,” Judge Otis 
said, “is that he (the Attorney-Gen- 
eral) made no such discovery, but 
that somebody smilingly looked 
upon him between radio appear- 
ances and said: ‘Mr. Attorney-Gen- 
eral, I need a letter. Write the let- 
ter.’ And he wrote the letter. 

In the Days of Augustus Caesar. 
“Augustus Caesar—a smiling, af- 
fable, kindly and well-meaning man 
—induced the Roman Senate, in a 
period of great depression, to yield 
to him powers for a period of 10 
years. The Senate never. regained 
them, and Augustus and his succes- 
sors every 10 years celebrated the 
renewal of the concentration of 
power in one man with a sardonic 
ceremonial. 

“Yes,” Judge Otis continued, “Feb. 
5 hereafter may be celebrated as the 
anniversary of the beginning of the 
end.

Now with that busi- 
ness at its lowest ebb, there are 
158 jadges to transact it with four 
additional judges already -author- 
ized by law.” 

He went on to cite figures saying 
that in the Octoher; 1935, term of 
the Supreme Court (the October, 
1936, term stil is in progress) the 
Supreme Court disposed of 986 
cases, the largest number of appel- 
ate dispositions in 10 “years: -with: 
the exception of 1933 when 1025 
cases were disposed of.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12.—A 
bill to establish the license to prac- 
tice law in Missouri as a property 
right: which could not be taken 
without “due process of law,” and 
providing sweeping changes in the 
grounds and procedure in disbar- 
ring lawyers, was introduced in the 
House today by Majority Floor 
Leader Roy Hamlin of Hannibal. 
Provisions of this measure are in

Sum- 
mons in these cases would be 
served by the Sheriff with the same 
effect and limitations regulating 
the service of summons in civil 
proceedings.

legislation. Many of these laws

After May, 1935—whenthe court 
held the NRA invalid, the White 
House was deluged with voluntary 
suggestions from all over the coun- 
try, running into the thousands, tell- 
ing how the problem arising from 
the decision might be solved. These 
suggestions were forwarded to 
Cummings and Reed with the re- 
quest that they be studied to see if 
they contained a workable program. 

Attitude on Amendment. 
Last spring the work of these two 
officials began to take a definite 
form and they worked out several 
plans, one at least for a constitu- 


legislation by Congress. 
When the President returned to 
Washington shortly after.the elec- 
tion, these plans were ready for 
him and the constitutional amend- 
ment i was rejected for two 
reasons, first, it would take too long, 
and second, experience had shown 
that it would not be difficult to pre- 
vent ratification in 13 states. 

Another reason for rejection of

In this category was legis- 
lation stipulating that a law could 
not be held unconstitutional except 
by a unanimous decision of the 
court or by at least a 7-to-2 division, 
If such legislation were enacted, the 
court might go back to the prece- 
dents established by English com- 
mon law before the writing of the 
Constitution. Under the English 
common law rule a majority of a 
court could make a decision. 

Other Courts Brought In. 
In seeking legislative means of 
undoubted constitutionality, the two 
officials discovered at the same 
time that every approach to the 
problem respecting legislation and 
the Constitution brought in the fac- 
tor of other courts, and they were 
forced to consider the Federal ju- 
dicial system as a whole and could 
not confine their work to the Su 
preme Court.

a. thing, that he or any man should 
have the brass, the egotism, to pro- 
claim publicly: “The high court of 
the land stands in the way of my 
obtaining what I desire and I de- 
mand that Congress help me fix 
the courts.” The country has not 
as yet come to realize what this pro- 
posal means, not only to this gen- 
eration but to generations of the 
future. It has become almost trite 
to say that Franklin Roosevelt is 
ambitious to become a dictator. 
Early in his regime he usurped the 
power and authority of Congress. 
Now he proposes to lay the hand of 
politics upon the last sanctuary of 
justice, to pack it as a henchman 
packs a ward meeting, to have Con- 
gress make it possible for him to 


select from his own coterie of ad- 
visors a sufficient number of Jus- 
tices who will do his bidding. When 
that has been accomplished his dic- 
tatorship will have become com- 
plete; he, Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt, will have become, just as Mus- 
solini has become, all three 
branches of Government—the ex- 
ecutive, the legislative and the ju- 
dicial. 


Rolla Herald—President Roose- 
velt’s proposal to revamp and put 
life into the Supreme Court by ap- 
pointment of six additional Justices 
is a most reasonable one. It is in- 
tended to aid those Justices who are 
past 70 years of age and who have 
not retired. It is intended also to 
secure the services of men whose 
thoughts are in keeping with the 
times—who do not live in the past. 
The suggestion opened the flood- 
gates for the malcontents and the 
disgruntled. This reactionary 
crowd is saying President Roosevelt 
wants to pack the court with men 
in keeping with his ideas and that 
he wants to become a dictator. But 
no intelligent person will pay any 
attention to these wails. The people 
are not going to be misled by fool- 
ish charges.

directs you to turn them over to it.” 

LaFoliette learned from Blazier 
where the records were kept. 

Attorney’s Argument.

ney, asserted disclosure of the un-

He contended that the committee 
demand for the documents con- 
stituted “unreasonable search and 
seibure,” and that La Follette had 
no right to demand them.

Tells of Removing Papers. 

Earlier in the hearing Robert. H. 
Peterson a Pinkerton officer in De- 
troit disclosed he had removed con- 
fidential papers from the agency's 
files a few minutes after learning 
they had been subpenaed by. the 
committee.

After this meident, he said, Ed- 
ward S. Clark, Cleveland division 
manager for Pinkerton, ordered 
him to “spend a few days at home” 
and to take all telephone calls there 
“on account of the subpena”. 

Peterson said some of the docu- 
ments originally taken were lists 
of secret operatives. 

Peterson said the papers he han- 
died at his home in Detroit later 
were turned over to Lawrence Fus 
mire and Robert S. Mason, assistant 
superintendents of the Detroit of- 
fice, “for correction.” 

“The plan was for Pugmire and 
Mason to take the designations of 
these reports, so you people couldn’t 
tell who wrote them,” he told La- 
Follette. 

Mason testified his corrections 
were “mainly grammatical.” He 
said that some papers “possibly” 
were destroyed “just prior to the 
service of the subpena. 

Later Sent to New York. 

W. H. Shoemack, superintendent 
of the Detroit office, said the re- 
ports finally were sent to New 
York headquarters at Clark’s di- 
rection.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 12.—A 

Department of Commerce airline 
inspector said today puzzling cir- 
cumstances in the plunge of a huge 
transport plane into San Francisco 
Bay will be studied at a public in- 
quiry, probably starting tomorrow. 
Eleven persons were killed in the 
cash. 
The hearing will seek to confirm 
if the plane’s occupants survived 
the crash only to drown; if the 
landing gear was up or down; if the 
wing flaps, designed to slow the 
landing speed, were lowered. 

The airplane, of United Airlines, 
inbound from Los Angeles, fell into 
the bay Tuesday night after pass- 
ing over Mills Field and circling 
to return. 

Autopsy Surgeon Dr. J. N. Dallal 
said the body of Mark Fontana, of 
San Francisco, one of four recov- 
ered, indicated “he was fully con- 
scious—not even dazed—after the 
terrific impact but as to how long 
he fought I cannot say.” 

The Oakland Tribune reported in- 
vestigators found the landing gear 
had not been let down and the 
wing flaps were not down to slow 
the landing speed. 

Officers of Douglas Aircraft Cor- 
poration, builders of the 21-pas- 
senger plane, said their investiga- 
tors reported the flaps were not in 
landing position. Airmen have a 
theory that Pilot A. R. Thompson 
misjudged his altitude in the dark- 
ness and that the plane struck the 
water in banking. 

R. W. Schroeder, Department of 
Commerce inspector, who an- 
nounced the public inquiry, viewed 
the wreckage today. He released 
it to company executives with in- 
structions to keep the splintered 
fuselage intact pending further 
examination, 

Coroner William Crosby, of San 
Mateo County, set an inquest for 2 
P. m. next Tuesday. He said a jury 
of aviation authorities would “go 
into all phases of the crash thor- 
oughly.” 

Crosby said Pilot Thompson and 
Stewardess Ruth Kimmel drowned,

MURDERED Hüft 
WIFE, LOVER INDICTED 


Mrs. George Zellman and 
Thomas Pierce Accused of Kill- 
ing in East St. Louis. 


Mrs. Cecelia Zellman and her 
lover, Thomas Pierce, WPA worker 
nd former convict, were indicted by 
an East St. Louis grand jury. today 
for the murder of her husband, 
reorge Zellman, 76-year-old Rosicru- 
cian psychic healer who was shot to 
death last Friday at his home and 
office, 2138 Bond avenue. 

The indictments were among 21 
true bills, including two other mur- 
der charges, and four no-true bills 
returned in a final report to City 
Judge William F. Borders, Who had 
instructed the jury to investigate 
the current “cycle of husband-and- 
wife” murders in East St. Louis. 

Both Mrs. Zellman and Pierce are 
in jail at Belleville. She named 
Pierce as the murderer but he has 
steadfastly denied her statéments.

killing. si 

Mrs. Myrtle Voris, 35 years old, 
who has admitted the fatal. shoot- 
ing last Jan 30, of her husband, 
Virgil Voris, an iron worker, at 
their home, 3545 Converse avenue, 
also was indicted for murder. She 
said she shot him twice with a re- 
volver after he threatened her with 
a shotgun. She, also, is in jail at 
Eelleville. 

The jury returned a murder in- 
dictment against Lucile Shaw, Ne- 
gro, who shot and killed her hus- 
band, Richard Shaw, last Jan. 30 
in a tavern at Eighteenth and Mar- 
ket street. A Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of justifiable homi- 
cide, but she was rearrested at the 
request of the State’s Attorney.

TIGHE DECLARES 


Member of County Court 
Replies to Criticisms of 


System by Miss Josephine 


$10 A MONTH FOR 
EVERY FAMILY 


This in Addition to State 
Aid—Poorhouse Plan De- 
signed to Cut Cost of 


Caring for Sick. 


The 391 unemployables and their 
families in St. Louis County are re- 
ceiving more and better assistance 
now than ever before, Associate 
Judge Eugene G. Tighe of the Coun- 
ty Court said today in reply to a 
statement made public yesterday by 
Miss Josephine Johnson of Ladue, 
1935 Pulitzer prize novelist, who 
charged that since Jan. 1 paupers 
had received nothing from the 


Court. 


Miss Johnson declared that the 
new plan of relief administration, 
announced by the Court Jan. 19, had 
not yet gone into operation and that 
the plan itself, under which no cash 
was to be disbursed directly to pau- 
pers, was “fundamentally weak and 
undesirable.” The $50,000 budgeted 
by the Court for pauper relief, most 
of which is to be spent for com- 
modities, is woefully inadequate, 
Miss Johnson asserted. 

Tighe said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the plan had been in 
operation since the day it was an- 
nounced and added that it had 
since been decided cash would be 
distributed in cases where investiga- 
tion indicated the feasibility of this 
method. He said the Court had 
looked with disfavor on cash pay- 

ments generally because “too many 
relief checks had been cashed by 
bartenders.” Food, clothing and 
fuel were being distributed to ev- 
ery family eligible for pauper aid, 
he said, pointing out that under the 
law only unemployable persons and 
their dependents are eligible. 
$10 a Month for Each Family. 

“We are fully able to carry the 
present load on the money we have 
appropriated, which amounts to 
about $10 a month for each family,” 
Tighe said. “This sum, of course, is 
in addition to surplus commodities 
being distributed by the State. I 
would suggest that, instead of criti- 
cising us unjustly, Miss Johnson go 
to Jefferson City and help the coun- 
ty get its fair share of sales tax 
receipts.” 

Tighe emphasized that the County 
had a financial problem of its own 
and that expenses had been cut in 
every direction except for charity 
which, in various forms, costs the 
county about $500,000 a year. “At 
that, the Court is not so much in- 
terested in reducing the amount 
spent as in getting more for its 
money,” Tighe added. 

In answer to Miss Johnson's 
charge that the Court plans to 
build a county poorhouse, although 
this antiquated form of relief has 
been discarded by every progressive 
community,” Tighe said it was de- 
sired simply to establish a county 
home where aged persons, most of 
them chronic invalids, could be 
cared for at not more than $15 a 
month, instead of the $30 now paid 
by the county to private institu- 
tions for the same service. Such 
care cost the county $65,000 last 
year and the savings which would 
result in one year from direct op- 
eration by the county would more 
than defray the cost of building a 
home, Tighe said. 

Thatcher Criticises Critic. 

. Presiding Judge Thomas H. 
Thatcher characterized Miss J ohn- 
son’s statement as part of a cam- 
paign of pressure on the court to 
obtain more jobs for social work- 
ers. “We are definitely committed 
to keeping-down overhead expenses 
so that the money available will go 
for relief and nothing else,” he said. 
“There will be no more .administra- 
tion expenses of $2.80 per month 
per pauper. If Miss Johnson knows 
of anyone not getting aid it is her 
duty to tell the Court.” 

The County Judges contended 
that the four social workers now 
employed under a supervisor are 
sufficient for all the investigation 
needed. Surplus foodstuffs and oth- 
er commodities are being distribu- 
ted at present under supervision of 
the Missouri Relief Commission. 
The county supplements these ar- 
ticles with other necessaries and in 
addition provides medical care and 
medicines. _

NEW SMOKE ORDINANCE 
IS SIGNED BY MAYOR 


Won’t Show Results Before 
Fall, Dickmann Thinks— 
Coal Washing After July 1. 


Enforcement of the anti-smoke 
ordinance probably will not get into 
full swing until after the present 
heating season and will not show 
noticeable results until next fall, 
the Mayor told reporters after sign- 
ing the bill yesterday. 

The ordinance, passed a week ago 
by the Board of Aldermen, becomes 
effective immediately, with the ex- 
ception of Section 18, requiring 
washing of low-grade soft coal 
screenings less than two inches in 
size and hand-picking of larger 


1. That section aroused opposition 
from Illinois coal mine operators, 
especially in St. Clair and Madison 
counties. They contended the cost 
of installing washing equipment for 
most mines would be prohibitive, 
would raise the price of soft coal, 
close many mines, and throw miners 
out of work. The section is not ex- 
pected to eliminate smoke, but is in- 
tended to reduce injurious sulphur 
gases. 
Nine New Jobs. 

The first step in the enforcement 
of the law will be the selection of 
the chief commissioner of smoke. 
regulation, his chief deputy, and 
eight smoke inspectors provided by 
the ordinance. They will replace 
the one inspector now operating out 
of the smoke, boiler and elevator 
department. By a bill passed yes- 
terday by the aldermen the smoke 
regulation department will be sep- 
arated from the boiler and elevator 
department. 

Mayor Dickmann said he would 
appoint an advisory board of en- 
gineers to aid in selection of the 
new enforcement officers. The 
Commissioner, whose salary will be 
$6000 a year, must be 35 years old 
and qualified “by technica] train- 
ing and at least 10 years’ experience 
in the theory and practice of con- 
struction and operation of furnaces 
and combustion devices, and in 
smoke abatement.” 

The deputy commissioner, who 
must have the same qualifications, 
will receive $4000. The inspectors, 
who must be engineers with tech- 
nical training and five years’ ex- 
perience, will receive $1800 a year 
and will have to pass examinations 
by the Efficiency Board. 

An appeal board, to which griev- 
ances against decisions by the com- 
missioners may be brought, wil? be 
composed of five members, serving 
witheut pay, appointed for terms 
of one to five years. They must be 
actively identified with “the devel- 
opment and improvement of the 
city” and not interested in the 
manufacture or sale of any com 
busion or smoke abatement equip 
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sizes, which becomes effective July

Dr. Sullivan Favors Elimination 
of Remaining 6 Pct.

Increases in virtually all sources

Notes on Bird’s Point Floodway. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RINTED accounts of the operation of 
Pme Bird's Point-New Madrid floodway 
in Mississippi and New Madrid counties 
-geem to me to contain the erroneous im- 
plication that the Government has intro- 
duced a hitherto unexperienced hazard 
into this particular area. Thad Snow's let- 
ter in your issue of Feb. 6, holding the 
real culprits of the present flood t be the 
late Gen. Jadwin, Judge C. B. Faris and 
T. T. Knappen, particularly prompts me 
to offer some pertinent information. 

Without implying any lack of sympathy 
for the suffering and loss now being en- 

ured by the unfortunates in the flood- 
way, it should be understood that the mis- 
fortune of destructive floods is not an 
entirely novel catastrophe to the farmers 
6f Mississippi and New Madrid counties. 
Such overflows were suffered in 1912 and 
1913, after the present riverside levee sys- 
tems had been commenced, and again in 
1927, after they had been completed. The 
1912 waters, breaking through the levees 
in the north part of Mississippi County, 
reached almost to the town of Charleston; 
in 1927, the waters came through in the 
‘Jower end of the county, flooded East 
Prairie and endangered New Madrid. 
Prior to these times, also, the territory 
was subject to periodic overflow. 

The Flood Control Act, enacted by Con- 
gress after the big flood of 1927, provid- 
ed for the creation of a number of flood- 
Ways on the Lower Mississippi to restore 
to the river a portion of the original flood 
plain over which it normally flowed in 
times of high water, but which had been 
taken from it by the construction of 
levees. The central idea was to relieve 
pressure at strategic points along the 
river where it was considered damage 
would be more severe than at those points 
selected’ for floodways. 

At the time of the 1927 flood, the river- 
Front levees between Cairo and New Mad- 
Yid had been built to an effective height, 
in all but a few places, of between 57 
and 58 feet, measured by the gauge at 
Cairo. By condemnation proceedings in 
the Federal Court at Cape Girardeau, the 
Government obtained the right to reduce 
an il-mile stretch, the so-called fuse-plug 
section, of the river-front levee in the 
upper part of Mississippi County, to an 

effective height of 55 feet, and to allow 
floods reaching a crest greater than 55 
feet to flow into the floodway basin. As 
part of the project, a new levee called the 
setback levee, with an effective height of 
60 feet, was built back from the river and 
extending from Bird’s Point, opposite Cai- 
ro, to New Madrid. By this levee, the 
waters coming through the riverside 
levees were to be confined to a restricted 
araa and prevented from reaching the 
lands in the direction of East Prairie and 
Charleston, which previously have also 
‘been subject to overflow. 

The Government-planned floodway ad- 
mittedly increases the probable frequency 
with which floods will cover the lands 
inside the floodway. It is certain that 
floods between 55 and 58 feet, which, in 
the absence of the flood-control project, 
might successfully be kept out of Mis- 
sissippi and New Madrid counties, will 
be allowed to enter the floodways. 

The 1927 flood waters broke through 
the river-front levee when the water had 
reached a height of about 55% feet on 
the Cairo gauge. By that time, a con- 

siderable portion of the lands now includ- 
ed in the floodway were already under 
backwater entering through openings in 
the levee near New Madrid. The recent 
flood would probably have broken 
through the levee even if Government en- 
gineers had not hastened the action by 
opening the fuse-plug. If newspaper ac- 
counts and information I had privately 
were correct, the levee was beginning to 
give way in spots below the fuse-plug, 
and would have crevassed within a few 
hours after the time the fuse-plug was 
dynamited. Floods of the character of 
the 1927 ahd 1937 floods, one may con- 
template from past experience, could be 
held out with great difficulty, even by un- 
diminished levees.

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MUSSOLINI AT MALAGA. 

In joining the European non-intervention pact, 
Italy gave solemn promises not to send aid to either 
side in the Spanish civil war. In signing the recent 
treaty with England, further and more specific 
pledges were made. None of these promises has been 
kept. : 

The Fascist victory at Malaga was made possible 
by the arrival of several thousand Italian soldiers, 
neutral correspondents reported. The Valencia Gov- 
ernment, furthermore, charged that the maneuverings 
of two Italian warships off Malaga kept loyalist ves- 
sels away and played an important part in the out- 
come. Italy has denied neither charge. Instead, 
Rome newspapers published dispatches describing 
Italian aid in detail and stating, “It was the Italians 
who took the city.” In view of the strict censor- 
ship, this assertion must be accepted as official. 
The episode proves that Mussolini’s pledges are not 
worth the paper they are written on. It proves, too, 
that he is willing to go the limit to insure Gen. 
Franco’s victory, and is so contemptuous of criticism 
that he permits his press to boast about Italian in- 
terference. 

This effrontery increases the gravity of the Eu- 
ropean crisis. France h refrained from interven- 
tion, though its Popular Front Government sympa-

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MECHANICAL OR PILOT FAILURE. 

Most of the transport plane crashes which have 
horrified the country in the last two months have had 
bad-weather flying as their major cause. This was 
not the case with the United Airlines plane which 
plunged into San Francisco Bay Tuesday night, kill- 
ing 11 persons. The sky was clear, the weather per- 
fect and radio communication with the field unhin- 
dered. The crash, then, was that unusual event in 
modern flying—a disaster whose cause was either me- 
chanical failure or pilot failure. 

The airplane of today is structurally and mechan- 
ically sound; the transport pilot is a skilled aviator 
of long experience and sound judgment. Accidents 
would be rare if these safeguards were sufficient. Bad 
weather has caused most of the major crashes in the 
last two or three years. 

Four inquiries into the San Francisco accident are 
under way. Perhaps these will fix the cause and 
lead to steps to prevent recurrence of such a tragedy.

Justice Stephen J. Field of California, who was 
appointed to fill this new seat, was, moreover, a Dem- 
ocrat. Had Lincoln been trying to pack the court, 
he hardly would have chosen a member of the oppo- 
sition party. The fact is that Field was chosen, not 
primarily because he believed in the Union, but be- 
cause of his familiarity with the new circuit through 
able service as Chief Justice of California. 

The other appointments which Lincoln made were 
to judgeships already in existence when he was elect- 
ed. He appointed Justice Miller to the seat made 
vacant by Justice Daniel’s death in 1860 and still 
unfilled when his administration began. He chose 
Justice Swayne to succeed Justice: McLean, who died 
a month after his inauguration. He named Justice 
Davis to fill the seat of Justice Campbell, who re- 
signed in 1861 to follow his State of Alabama into 
the Confederacy. He appointed Chief Justice Chase 
in 1864 on the death of Chief Justice Taney. 

Thus, Lincoln appointed five Justices in all Zone 
to fill a vacancy existing when he took office, one 
to succeed a member who resigned, two to fill seats 
rendered vacant by death and one to fill the seat 
created by the establishment of the new circuit com- 
prising California and Oregon. Anyone who can find 
an analogy between that record and President Roose- 
velt’s proposal to increase the number of Supreme 
Court seats from nine to 15 in order to pack it either 
hasn't looked up its history or has forgotten it. 
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REAT BRITAIN, ever since the end of 

the war, has been impotent in regard to 

all the major questions that have arisen 
in international affairs. The causes of the 
British Government’s*inability to realize its 
purposes are, I think, two: that new methods 
of warfare have made the traditional max- 
ims of British statecraft obsolete; and that 
in the minds of all parties in England there 
have been conflicts which have prevented 
clear thinking and vigorous action. 

The most resounding example of British 
impotence has been in regard to Ethiopia. 
Failure was due to several causes. Most 
important was French friendship for Italy. 
Next was the fact that the British Govern- 
ment, while talking in terms of the League 
and the Covenant, was obviously open to a 
bargain at the expense of Ethiopia. A third 
reason was British unwillingness to fight, 
which itself has a twofold cause: on the 
one hand, experts were not sure that battle- 
ships could survive attacks from the -air; 
on the other hand, the sentiment in favor 
of the League of Nations is a pacifist senti- 
ment, which became confused when it found 
that economic sanctions were insufficient.

Since the failure of the Spanish Armada in 
1588, the English have considered themselves 
invulnerable at home, but now they have 
suddenly become exceptionally vulnerable. 
The damage that can be done from the air 
increases with the density of the population, 
and England is more densely populated than 

Germany, and much more than France. 
Either France or Germany could, at the 
very beginning of war, kill many of the in- 
b-bitants of London and very likely reduce 
the remainder to a state of blind panic.

Quite naturally, and 
not insincerely, this takes the form of paci- 
fism; those who dislike war on principle get 
a much readier hearing than in former 
times. No e*ndidate for Parliament, even if 
he is a high Tory, dare avow warlike sen- 
timents. Imperialism has to be camouflaged 
as support for the League of Nations; but 
even under this d'sguise, it cannot succeed, 
owing to the desire to avoid war. 

With this desire, interfse ag it is, goes a 
“\talistic belief that war will, nevertheless, 
occur, and occur soon. No one ventures to 
predict what the issue will be, or even on 
which side Britain will fighi; but few people 
contemplate neutrality as a possible policy.

The world has changed so fast in recent 
years that British imperialists have to re- 
sign themselves to a much humbler frame of 
min. than that to which they are accus- 
tomed. Pacifists find the prospect of war 
becoming more dreadful, and the hopes of 
preserving peace in the world growing to be

Let no one say that it is only 
the reactionaries who object to 
this effort to get hold of the court 
and bend it to one man’s will, This 
is so reactionary a proceeding that 
nothing like it has been attempted 
in the whole history of this na- 
tion. 

This is the sort of thing that is 
done in backward countries which 
Ave not yet learned the art of self- 
government. That is where great 
issues are settled by ousting men 
from office, rathér than by con- 
sent of the people after open de- 
bate. But it has never happened 
here, and, if the people are al- 
lowed time to understand it, they 
will make sure that it shall not 
happen here. a

Entering the main gate on Tow- 
er Grove avenue, a path to the 
right leads to the Linnean House, 
the only remaining greenhouse 
erected in Henry Shaw’s day. A 
tablet reads that the building was 
dedicated n 1881 “to Linnaeus the 
Prince of Nature.” The old green- 
house is fillech with camellias, genis- 
tas, and other winter-flowering 
shrubs, and “from January to 


blossoms,” as described in a recent 
article in the Garden bulletin out- 
lining a tour of the Garden. 

at All Seasons. 

A path to the west leads to the 
Floral Display House, with a per- 
‘manent border of tropical trees and 
shrubs and where there is a de- 
signed display of flowers most 
months of the year. While nearly 
all the orchids have been moved to 
greenhouses at Gray Summit, a 
small display is usually kept in an 
offset at the bottom of a stairway 
leading from the upper court of the 
Display House. 

Adjoining is the Bromeliad House, 
with large specimens of the stilt 
plant, Pandanus, held high above 
the ground on heavy roots, and 
many other Bromeliads, curilous 
plants with queer, brightly colored 
flowers. 

Most of them are tropical, and 
ordinarily are found growing in tree 
tops, nourished by water that col- 
lects at the base of the leaves. Many 
of the plants in this collection are 
funnel-shaped, and usually there is 
water in the funnel, justifying the 
name of tank plant. | 

Plant Curiosities. | 

Nearby ig the Plant Curiosities 
House, a garden of freaks, in which 
are plant oddities from all over the 
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flower, the artillery plant, which 
shoots its seeds, the climbing onion, 
mother-in-law’s tongue, rat-tail 
plant, babes-in-the-cradie, and trop- 
ical pitcher-plants, which bear cun- 
Hingly designed traps for insects. 

The main greenhouses are west of 
the familiar water-lily pools. Here 
ig a reproduction of a coffee plan- 
tation, designed to simulate the ac- 
tual conditions under which the 
plant is grown. Rising above the 
coffee plants and supplying the nec- 
essary shade, are banana trees and 
papayas. A collection of South Af- 
rican plants is arranged at one end 
of the house. These plants are dis- 
tinguished by their grotesque forms, 
a result of their adjustment to their 
native desert regions, where rain- 
fall is scarce and high temperatures 
prevail. In their thick leaves and 
stems water is stored for use in 
long ‘hot spells, In season, many 
of these plants produce daisy-like 
flowers of yellow, orange, white, 
rose or purple. 

Varieties of Palms. 

In the central portion of the main 
greenhouses are the palms, among 
them the date palm, the oil palm, 
which supplies the palm oil used in 
the making of soap; the sugar palm, 
a source of sugar and of palm wine 
in the tropics, and the Chinese fan 
palm, which supplies the palm-leaf 
fans and the leaf strips for Palm 
Sunday. Another specimen is. the 
tagua palm, the white seeds of 
which are the vegetable ivory, used 
in the manufacture of buttons and 
small ornaments.

The cycads are ancient and curious 
plants, considered by many botan- 
ists as a sort of link between ferns 
and flowering plants. Certain Afri- 
can species are used as food by the 
natives and are known as Kaffir 
bread, the article states.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. —-A War 
Department investigating board has 
tound that no Government employe 
could be held directly responsible 
for the sinking of a barge in the 
Bird's Point- New Madrid floodway 
with a loss of 30 lives on the night 
of Jan. 30, the department an- 
nounced today. 

The investigating board reported 
that the barge was “not suitable 
for carrying men in large numbers, 
and the speed at which it was 
towed was unwise in view of the 
conditions.” 

The wooden barge, loaded with 
more than 100 WPA levee workers, 
was starting back to New Madrid, 
12 miles south, when it sank about 
5) feet out from the setback levee 
which forms the west side of the 
floodway. 

Propelling it was a tow boat op- 
erated by John N, Boyer of New 
Madrid, Mo., who was under the 
direction of Army engineers super- 
vising the reinforcement of the 
levee. Boyer, at a Coroner’s inquest 
in New Madrid Monday, testified 

550 knew the barge was overloaded, 
ut said he was “not in authority,” 
and could do nothing about it. 

The Coroner’s verdict was that 
the deaths were due to inefficiency 
on the part of those in charge of 
the WPA workers and contributory 
negligence on the part of the WPA 
men, both excusable in view of the 
flood emergency which prevailed at 
the time. 

So far 26 bodies have been taken 
rom the floodway. Four of those 

“who were on the barge when it 
went down are still missing and 
dragging operations are being con- 
tinued in an effort to find their 
bodies.

National Labor Board orders di- 

recting the reinstatement of em- 
ployes were assailed by Earl F. 
Reed, counsel for the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Corporation of Pitts- 
burgh; Leonard Weinberg of Balti- 
more, spokesman for the Friedman- 
Harry Marks Clothing Co. of Rich- 
mond, Va., and Thomas G. Long, 
attorney for the Fruehauf Trailer 
Co. of Detroit. 

In a summary of the Govern- 
ment’s case, Charles E. Wyzanski 
Jr., special assistant to the Attor- 
ney-General, contended the princi- 
pal activities of two other litigants 
—the Associated Press and the 
Washington, Virginia & Maryland 
Coach Co.—are within Interstate 
Commerce. They thus are clearly 
within the limitations of congres- 
sional power, he said. 


Purpose of Guarantee. 

He argued also that in the three 
other disputes, involving manufac- 
turing companies, Congress had the 
right to guarantee collective bar- 
gaining to workmen in an effort to 
reduce strikes and other controver- 
sies likely to burden or obstruct 
commerce.

Dominech enforce the nationalist 


: laws, which include a resolution to 


expatriate. 50,000 Haitian and 
Jamaican cane field workers. 

The two officers are expected to 
speed up the army’s campaign 
against radicals, a campaign begun. 
with what is tantamount to a de- 
mand for the co-operation of com- 
mercial and industrial leaders 
through a military circular letter, 
marked “confidential.” 

Letter to Business Men. 

The letter was signed by Major 
Jaime Marine, aid of Col. Batista, 
and was quietly placed in the 
hands of every business representa- 
tive of prominence, native and for- 
eign, in Cuba. It read: 

“IT request that as soon as pos- 
sible you provide this office (staff 
headquarters) with a confidential 
report of all employes at your dis- 
position, including therein: full 
names, age, nationality, civil state, 
race, profession, home address: and 
names of parents, as well as any 
available information concerning 
their antecedents; and, if possible, 
photographs of workers who have 


| shown themselves to be agitators.” 


The circular said “this material 
is necessary for the formation of a 


Bureau for Social Labor Prepara- 


tion.” A note on the margin an- 
founced that “this circular is sent 
to all commercial and industrial 
establshiments in the Republic of 
Cuba.“ Directly over the signature 
of Major Marine is the slogan: “For 
the Liberty of Cuba.” 

Considerable significance is at- 
tached to the letter because many 
think that once the data are ob- 
tained, Batista will announce that 
henceforth, labor leaders will be 
directly responsible to the new 
army-controlled bureau for the 
activities of their respective or- 
ganizations. 

No Agitation Allowed. 

Agitation will not be tolerated in 

any form, and military surveillance

On the other 
hand, workers who are found to be 
friendly to the army are expected to 
be coached and favored by 
Batista’s officers.

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Effect of Road- Oil On Feet of Dogs 
By Albert Payson Terhune 


HE non-conerete highroad . is 

sprinkled with crushed stone. 

Then a thick layer of tar or of 
tar-like oil is smeared over its sur- 
face. In a little while the tar and 
the crushed stone merge into a fine 
roadbed. But, in the meantime, 
your dog goes for a run along the 
highway. His pads trot. unsuspect- 
ingly over the sticky surface. 

The mildest effect of his trip 
along the road is the accumulation 
of smeary black stuff which. his 
feet deposit on your best rugs or 
on your new white dress or on the 
furniture of your living room. It is 
hard to get rid of. Sometimes it 
wrecks whatever it touches. Don't 
punish your dog for bringing it in- 
doors. It isn’t his fault. It is much 
worse for him than for you or for 
your house. 

The tar or tar-like oil is almost 
certain to work its way up from

just above them. That means an 
irritation which. well may give him 
a painful and dangerous skin-af- 
fection.

sistants step into the scene, and 
immediately they encounter a se 
riously compromising, weak link in 
the aseptic chain. The surgeon and 
his assistants: have to use their 
hands. Indeed, they have to mess 
around in wounds with them. Nat- 
urally human hands cannot be 
boiled without seriously accruing 
damage. Here, therefore, asepsis 
makes a deferential bow to anti- 
sepsis. Surgeon and assistants kill 
the germs on their hands and arms 
as effectively as they can with good 
soap and water. (Soap, by the way, 
is a very efficient antiseptic.) They 
carefully cleanse finger nails and 
cuticle and then immerse hands and 
arms in some efficient antiseptic 
for a few minutes. All that this 
does is all that antiseptics ever do, 
namely, destroy a fair proportion 
of germs.. Fortunately, in the case 
of hand sterilization, only half. « 
compromise has to be made be 
cause surgeon and assistants f 
nally put on rubber gloves that 
have been boiled or steamed and 
that are therefore perfectly steril- 
ized, and therefore aseptic. 

The next step in the procedure 
is for the operating team to clothe 
themselves in gowns that have 
been steamed, to don caps. that 
are similarly sterilized and that 
guard against wayward hairs and 
j flakes of dandruff heavily freight- 
ed with cargoes of germs, shedding 
into the wound during the opera 
tion. This is a substitute far the 
manifest impossibility of boiling 
the heads of surgeons and nurses. 
Then, comes the last step in so 
far as the preparation of the per- 
sonnel is concerned. Each ties a 
mask made up of several layers of 
finely meshed gauze over his nose 
and mouth, so that it becomes im- 
possible to breathe into the wound 
or to spray it with the invisible 
but nevertheless heavily infected’ 
jet of saliva that is always throws 
out during speech. 

Still one more provision has to 
be made. The skin of the patient 
has to be prepared so that the field 
of operation may be rendered as 
free from germs as possible. And 
here we have to make a total com- 
promise with antisepsis. Boiling 
or heating are out of the question. 
Rubber covering is useless, for the 
skin has to be cut into. So we do 
the best we can by washing the 
region to be operated upon with 
soap and water and alcohol and 
ether, and then, applying. various 
antiseptic solutions that have the 
power to penetrate into the crev- 
ices and furrows and follicles of 
the skin, where germs tend to hide, 
snug as the proverbial bug in the 
rug. 

A surgeon practicing this asep- 
tic technique with the strictest at- 
tention to every detail may count 
on having his clean wounds heal 
kindly without infection, in 95 per 
cent of the cases. The largest pro- 
portion of his failures will be due 
to the fact that he cannot render 
the patient’s skin aseptic.
